Free Mail Delivery Here 

The word lias gone out, from an apparently authentic source, that the 
postoffice of this city of South San Francisco will he consolidated with and 
become a part of the big San Francisco postoffice, and that, in the near future, 
this city will become a branch or substation of the San F'ranclsco postoffice. 
Consolidation means free delivery of mail, which will be a benefit. 

Our streets are well paved, and the only tiling needed to entitle us to 
free delivery of mail is the Installation of a complete house numbering sys- 
tern, together witli a few additional street lights. 

Now that all postofiices in the United States have been put under civil 
service rule, the consolidation of the small offices with a large central office 
follows naturally. 

As a branch of San Francisco’s postal system and service the government 
of the United States will extend its free mail delivery limits to include this 
city. * 

As a branch of San Francisco’s industrial system the Southern Pacific 
Company should heat the government to it, by immediately extending its San 
Francisco free switching limits to include South San Francisco.

An application to build a garage, 
to be constructed of galvanized iron, 
was received from A. Locatelli, tojie 
built on his premises on San Bruno 
road. 

Moved by Trustee Cunningham, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, that the 
permission be grunted if the. garage 
is built under the supervision of the 
city marshal. 

Moved by Trustee Cunningham, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, that the 
saloons be kept closed on Tuesday, 


June 5th, all day. Carried. 

Moved by Trustee Cunningham, 
seconded by Trustee Wallace, that 

the purchasing committee have signs 
put up regulating speed of auto¬ 
mobiles through town. Carried. 

Moved by Trustee Cunningham, 
seconded by Trustee Wallace, that 

the city clerk be instructed to have a 
light placed on the Linden avenue 
extension on the turn at the outskirts 
of the city. Carried. 

Moved by Trustee Cunningham, 
seconded by Trustee Wallace, that 

the balance of $295.34, now carried in 
•the storm sewer No. 1 fund, be trans¬ 
ferred to the sewer fund, and the sum 
of $21, now carried in the library 

building fund, be transferred to the 
general fund. Carried. 

The following resolution was intro¬ 
duced by Trustee Cunningham:
